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2 METER EXPEDITION TO COSTA RICA 
by Bev Cavender, W4ZD & T12BEV 
At the last minute I decided to take a 2 meter SSB/CW rig and 
“antenna with me on a trip to San Jose, Costa Rica. I have been 
licensed in this Central America republic since 1973 as T12BEV, 
but never before seriously considered trying to work the USA on 2 
meter SSB orCW. 

On Sunday, August 14, 1988, XLY Florcita and I arrived at the 
Miami Springs QTH of W41YT where we always leave our car 
when we depart Miami. Andy drove us and our ten boxes and 
suitcases to the airport. My wife had a microwave oven, FM/stereo 
set, rice cooker, and I don’t know what all else. I had with me an 
IC-271H 100 watt 2 meter all-mode transceiver, a TS-430 with a 
2-meter receive converter, and one of the yagis off the W4ZD 
sixteen yagi EME array. 

I needed to buy a 12 volt power supply, but the next day, 
Monday, was Mother’s Day in Costa Rica and all of the stores 
were closed. so I spent that day setting up the station sans the 
power supply and erecting the antenna. The antenna was 
installed just outside the shack door on a second floor patio. It 
had no rotor but was positioned on a swivel for “armstrong” 
movement of both azimuth and elevation up to about 40 degrees. 

I figured the only station I could work was W5UN. Dave has the 
world’s largest 2 meter EME array consisting of 48 five- 
wavelength yagis and he had mailed me a computer print out of 
all the times when the moon was 20 degrees prior to setting in San 
Jose, Costa Rica. I also had with me moon azimuth and elevation 
printouts for the balance of August centered on my T12 QTH. 

I was ready to go but didn’t have a power supply heavy enough 
to handle the rig on transmit and I knew W5UN would be calling 
me in a few minutes! Hurriedly, I hooked up a small 12 volt DC 
supply of about 4 amps that successfully powered the TS-430 on 
receive only. When I connected the receive converter and dialed 
up 144.008, there was W5UN calling me! His signals were so good 
that I took the earphones off, putting him on the speaker, while I 
walked outside and physically positioned the antenna to maximum 
reception. (Rainy season clouds had precluded visual observation 
of the moon.) QSY back page top.

Here at deadline time Hurricane Gilbert is dashing across the 
Gulf of Mexico packing record high winds and the lowest 
pressure ever recorded! We will not repeat all the stories you have 
already seen on TV or heard over the radio. 

As most of you know, the Dade County Amateur Radio Public 
Service Corps has an amateur station installed at the National 
Hurricane Center in Coral Gables. The call sign is W4EHW 
(Emergency Hurricane Watch). The station coordinator is Layton 
Rues W4VBQ. The purpose of the station is to supply weather 
reports from outlying islands and areas that have no communica- 
tions and give these reports to the National Hurricane Center 
forecasters to assist them to determine conditions there. 

Layton gave SKIP the following report. W4EHW opened 
September 11th and operated thru the 16th until midnight on the 
Hurricane Watch Net frequency of 14,325. The Miami FCC E.IC 
C, Mr. John Theimer, upon request from Dade ARRL Emergency 
Coordinator W4IYT obtained an official FCC clearance for 
14,325 plus of minus 5kHz which seemed to help clear the 
frequency somewhat according to Don Kay K|OIND net manager 
in Pensacola. 

A total of 14 Miami amateurs manned W4EHW for approx. 130 
hours. The traffic incoming total was over 500 messages, plus 
dozens of outgoing bulletins, etc. TV and radio publicity was 
excellent. 

Dr. Sheets, Chief NHC and Dr. Bob Case gave their sincere 
thanks and blessings to all amateurs everywhere for their 
support! 

The donated ICOM 745 by ICOM worked perfectly through the 
Hurricane, reported W4VBQ. The ARPSC purchased IC-28H also 
worked perfect on 2 meter packet which supplied packet traffic 
locally. The 2 meter high gain TUNE-TENNA Systems antenna 
donated by Frank Ireland K4UUO did a beautiful job and cut 
down on bad inter-mod from within the building.

Dear Andy: 

The transceiver repairmen will love you for showing the lightning arrester system that 
was pictured in the Sept. Skip. Tohandle 1KW the gaps would have to set for about 800V. 
Where you go into the amplifier/receiver at 50ohms that would drop to about 225V. I say 
“about” as the gaps would have to be set to compensate for the dam(p) air that we have here 
inFlorida. The present day transceiver inputs are not going to hold up very well at 225V. A 
gap or a grounding switch; on the coax line won’t help as the charge is also coming down the 
outer shield looking for ground. It is better to disconnect the cable and ground the inner and 
outer conductor. if there are rotor cables involved, disconnect and ground them too. I have 
had a number of transmitter front-ends rebuilt relying on spark gaps in commercial 
installations from hits and near misses. Even shielded buried telephone cables shorted!

THE NTS PACKET MESSAGE (PART FOUR) 
During the past few months we have observed four methods of 
formatting NTS traffic for filing on a Packet network. There area 
couple of more methods we shall look at this month. but first, 


after the AR! The AR indicates the end of the NTS message. It is’ 


an appropriate location for any operator notes which should be 
identified as such by the use of the Phrase OPS NOTE. It might 
be a comment that the phone number appears incorrect, or a 
particular word or name is being passed as received although it 
does not appear correct or some other item of interest the station 
making delivery may or may not wish to convey to the addressee 


to clarify a potential problem with the message. The OPS NOTE | 


should be clear, concise, and brief. 

Following any OPS NOTE, I have been identifying myself as 
the station that placed this message on the packet network. 
Comments received from several stations around the country 
indicate they are adopting that procedure as it is an aid in 
servicing. Although services are normally sent to the originating 
station, comments are sometimes sent to the station that placed 
the message on the packet network that lead to better formatting 
or better routing. So whether you originated the message or are 
refiling the message from a CW or Voice Net, placing your call 
sign and home pbbs is a worthwhile action, eg. “K4CY @ 
K4GBB.” 

Finally, the delimiter is added. This is the CTRL Z or/EX 
mentioned in an earlier column. I do note there are some PBBS’s 
that will not accept the /EX as an ending delimiter. If that is the 
case only the CTRL Z will work. When forwarded by your local 
PBBS, that PBBS will substitute the correct ending delimiter that 
will work nationwide. 

The other two methods of formulating line one(the ST line) are 
determined if you know the destination PBBS for this message 
and/or if the message is addresed to a specific amateur station. 
For instance, if a message were addressed to “ST K4ZK @ 
K2AAA” it would find its way quite well around the state of 
Florida to the known home PBS for Bill (K4ZK). Similarly, a 
message addressed to “W1ABC @ K1CE” would also be routed to 
that station. Why? Both K2AAA and KICE are identified in a 
nationwide list published by W9FRX and reside in the forward 
files of all established PBBS’s. For this same reason, if the zip 
code is not known, it is peferable to send traffic for Hartford as 
NTSCT @ KICE rather than simply to NTSCT. Traffic addressed 
simply to NTSCT will require manual intervention by the first 
Connecticut station receiving that traffic to route it to the 
destination city in Connecticut. With NTSCT @ K1CE no manual 
work is required. The traffic will be delivered to K1CE’s PBBS. 
Next month, “For Sysops Only”’.

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ARMY MARS — INFO FROM A PRO 
By Dick Biow AAR4PP/KA4AIZ 

About once a year we interview Grant Reimers, manager of the 
Orlando Branch of Amateur Electronic Supply. This year, as 
usual, he gave us a solid picture of what’s happening in the Ham 
Radio field, as seen from the other side of the counter. Here are 
some of his observations: 

1. The Japanese yen’s rise against the U.S. dollar has in- 
creased the cost of Ham gear in America. Since nobody can keep 
boosting the price of a current model indefinitely, the Japanese 
have, in some cases, come out with new models costing from 
10%-25% more than the old. Practically speaking, the main 
difference between the old and new designs is to be found in 
model-numbers and cosmetics. 

2. This hike in new-equipment prices has almost dried up the 
used-equipment market. Used-gear shelves in Ham stores are 
almost empty. After the first few hours of a Hamfest, little but 
junk is seen on the swap tables. Hams trying to trade in used 
equipment at Ham radio stores are often approached by other 
Hams whispering, “Hey Old Man, don’t trade that in; lemme buy 
it from ya!” 

3. Don’t look for American manufacturers who previously left 
the Ham market to move back in substantial numbers. Most fear 
that, if they do, a change in the exchange rate will once again 
leave them in a poor competitive position. Another dissuading 
factor is their perception that Ham equipment costs them more in 
headaches (read, unjustified consumer complaints) than any 
other kind of electronic product. 

4. The huge boom expected from opening 220 to Novices has 
not materialized, but there is a mini-boom on the 220 band 
deriving from Packet Radio. 

5. Until recently, most Packet gear had been purchased with 
software for the Commodoe. Today, more than half is procured 
with software for IBM PC’s or clones. (The columnist butts in: 
IBM is a much better way to go than Commodore, unless you 
don’t mind being locked out of the best software for word 
processing, data bases, speadsheets, education, and modem 
operation. A PC may cost you more initially, but it won’t point 
you into a dead end.)

6. Activity on 11 meters (remember?) is up again after almost 
vanishing, because CB-ers are discovering that long-distance 
skip is beginning to re-appear. 

7. In the Ham community, expect a continuing increase in 
appliance operation. Newer Ham equipment is becoming more 
and more complicated, and electronic test apparatus is getting 
more and more expensive. The commitment in study and money 
required to do much more than the simplest of repairs to Ham rigs 
has climbed beyond the level that most people would call a hobby.

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Since I could not transmit, I just sat there listening to WGUN 
calling me. Then I got the idea to disconnect the TS-430 with 
receive converter and connect the IC-271H 2-meter transceiver to 
see which was better. Reception on the IC-271H appeared to be 
the same so now I could eliminate an antenna switch. Later that 
evening, I even cut about 25 feet off my feedline to hopefully 
reduce losses. Unfortunately, the preamp I brought with me 
malfunctioned. 

Tuesday morning, when the stores were open, I got a good buy 
on a20 amp 12 volt DC supply, thanks toa tip from T12KD. When 
I got on the air, the moon was almost straight up and I could not 
elevate that high. My SWR was flat and I was ready. If only the 
moon would cooperate! But since it didn’t, I spent the afternoon 
working pileups on 15 and 20. 

On August 18, 1988, at 0208 UTC, the first 2 meter EME QSO 
out of Costa Rica was completed with W5UN. On August 27, at 
1002 UTC, a second QSO was completed. On the same date at 
1058 UTC, the first Costa Rica to Canada 2-meter EME QSO was 
completed with VE7BQH. Later the same morning, a “random” 
QSO was completed with W5UN. Also heard were KB8RQ and 
WB5LBT. Three factors were in our favor that date: (1) the moon 
was at perigee, (2) the background sky noise was low, and (3) both 
ends of the path were in darkness.

Another first: On August 26, 1988, at 1307 UTC, the first 2- 
meter scatter QSO between Costa Rica and the USA was 
completed between T12BEV and WB4MUJE in the Florida Keys. 
Rene’s 144.150 SSB signal was S9+ at times! 

So now T12BEV has five “firsts” from Costa Rica: (1) First 2 
meter international QSO from atop Poas Volcano with Nicaragua 
in 1974, (2) Donated the first 2 meter repeater (along with K4IA) to 
the Radio Club de Costa Rica in 1975, (3) First 2 meter EME QSO 
ever with W5UN in 1988, (4) First T1/ VE 2 meter EME QSO with 
VE7BQH in 1988, and (5) First T1/W meter scatter QSO with 
WB4MUE in 1988.

FCC TO REALLOCATE 220-222 MHZ 

Amateur Radio Operators apparently have lost the use of 40% 
of the 220-225 MHz. band. On Aug. 4th, the Commission voted to 
reallocate the 220-222MHz segment to the land mobile service. 
The effective date is expected to be late 1989. 

At this point, FCC has not designated UPS as the beneficiary 
although that organization does qualify as a user in the land 
mobile service and is expected to make application soon. It was 
their late comments which seemed to steamroll the clamor for a 
reassignment from the Amateur Radio Service. UPS is expected 
to establish an automatic package routing data system on the 
former ham frequencies. ARRL has indicated it will appeal the 
ruling but odds for a reversal are low. It is unclear whether the 
League will boycott UPS when the “new” frequencies are put to 
use by that organization.

The FCC received information that the Government of the 
Republic of Korea has authorized Amateur Radio station 6K24SO 
to exchange third-party messages for athletes and members of 
the US Olympic team with amateur stations in the United States 
during the period beginning 0001 UTC September 1, 1988 and 
ending 2400 UTC October 5, 1988. 

Accordingly, the FCC has no objections to amateur stations 
exchanging such third-party messages with 6K24SO during that 
time.
